NAZIS KINDLY 
SAYS REPORTER

General Patton remarked a few 
days ago—in the interview which 
apparently resulted in his summons 
to Berlin—th at the Germans were 
docile and would likely remain so 
“because their fangs are drawn,’’ 
and that “the best thing the United 
States can do is let the German peo­ 
ple cee what a great people we are 
by mixing with them .” 
Sign of Weakness 
Well, of course we want to let 
the Germ ans see what a great peo­ 
ple we are—but the consensus is 
th a t we can’t do it by fraternizing 
with them. You could do it with 
many folk, but not with Nazis or 
Japs You can make a dog a good 
friend by being kind to him, but you 
can’t work th at with a wolf Hitler 
deliberately savaged a great portion 
of his people, and many Japs are 
primitives. 
Naturally there will be some fra­ 
ternization between our troops and 
the people of the conquered area. 
For one thing it's pretty difficult to 
prevent fraternization between the 
soldiers and the enemy girls. I'm 
afraid we have to adm it that for 
practical purposes sex frequently is 
a law unto Itself. 
However, the idiosyncrasies of n a­ 
ture (a nice euphemism, that) pro­ 
vide no excuse for not using strong 
arm methods on Germany or Japan 
in effecting their reform There are 
good Germ ans and good Japanese, 
but by and large the populations of 
these two m ilitaristic countries re­ 
spond only to the use of stem trea t­ 
ment. Their only reaction to frater­ 
nization is to look on it as a sign of 
weakness and take advantage of it.

BIG A IR LIN ER 
WINGING WAY UN 
WURLD FLIGHT 


By PAUL MILLER 
Aboard the Globester, Sept. 29 
(AP)—Tile Globester may beat the 
151-hour schedule set for Its round- 
the-world-flight, it developed today. 
U. S. Army Air Transport Com­ 
mand observers turned up this pos­ 
sibility as the 40-passenger C-54 
headed eastward over the Atlantic 
after a stop at Bermuda with Santa 
Maria, the Azores and Casablanca 
next on the 23,147-mile journey 
It was pointed out th a t two and 
one half hours were picked up by 
flying direct from W ashington to 
Bermuda, elim inating a previously 
scheduled New York city stop. An­ 
other hour may be picked up through 
a decision to fly from San Francisco 
to W ashington non-stop. 
Thus this historic circle, forerun­ 
ner of regular weekly ATC service 
around the globe, could end in m id­ 
evening of Thursday, October 4 The 
great transport, carrying eight pas­ 
sengers who will go all the way 
around, and one bound for Calcutta, 
completed the 730-mile W ashington- 
Bermuda 
flight 
in the right-on- 
schedule tim e of 
four hours, 16 
minutes. 
Eat Steak Dinner 
The Globester swung away from 
W ashington National airport at 5 
p. rn., climbed slowly with its 2,300 
gallons of gasoline, despite its light 
passenger load, cleared the coast­ 
line and headed out over the Atlantic 
at 5:32 p. rn., and then settled down 
to a 210-mile-an-hour speed through 
clear skies and over a tranquil sea.
